Door de laatste tydingen van de Spaan- 
sche Kust vernemen wy, dat de koning’s 
troepen onlangs in de. nabjheid van het 
vlek Calabozo doorde independenten onder 
Bolivar en Urdancta geattakkeerd zjn ge- 
worden, en na een balstrarrig gevecht 
wierden de eersten verslagen, ter zelfder 
tcd kreegen de patriotten bizit van die 
plaats, en ook van San Fernando de Apuer, 
welke de vooornaamste vlekken in het in- 
landsche van de provincie van Caracas 25m. 
Het word mede gemeld dat de koninglj ke 
troepen aanmerklik geleden hebben, heb- 
bende 25 officieren die krvgsgevangen En 
dood geschoten waaren verloren ; en dat 
zjn excellentie luit.-gen. Don Pablo Mo- 
ville van Valencia gemarcheerd was om de 
inlandsche armee te versterken; en om de 
voort gang der vïanden te verhurderen ; 
maar van de overwinning der patriotten 
hoorende, keerde hj weder tot Muracay. 
Zondanig zin de laatste tydingen in dit 
eiland van de Spaansche Kust onvangen, 
maar wy beschouwen het nodig by te 
voegendat zj alhier nietofficieel aangebragt 
zjn. 

Het doet ons leed het verlies van de 
bark Loura, kapitein Turner, alhicr te huis 
hoorende op den 2Ssten Maart, te moeten 
aantekenen. Op den 20sten kwam de 
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Louisa buiten Gonil ep de Kust van St. 
Doming» ten anker, ten einde eene lading 
Mahonie intenezren, ter welker tyd vris- 
sche winden van het oosten waaïiden, de- 
welke tot den 23sten met vermeerdering 
aanhielden, toen een sterke wind van Ou 
stuinige zee verzeld begon. De volgende 
morgen verloor de Louisa een derzelver 
kabels; de boot wierd ten eenen near wal 
gezonden, om eea grooter boot meede te 
brengen, om het anker te ligten, maar het 
wierd onmoogelyk, uit hoofde der zwaare 
golven bevonden om weder te keeren ; op 
dezelfde nacht verloor de bark haare grou- 
tekabel. De volgende morgen den 2sten 
de Louisa zeer nabj het strand gedreeven 
zynde, kwamen de vier man in de kleine 
boot weder, toen het sleepanker griicht eu 
verder uitgebracht arie maar het aan- 
houdende zeer hard te waaien, dreef zy 
met haar boord tegen het strand, alwaar de 
zee uict vrer-Iyk geweld haar overstroom- 
de, gelukkig!“k verloor niemand het leven, 
en Kn geheele lading welke zy ingenomen 
had, wierd gered.

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Buiteszewoon Woorval —-Extract uit 
een brief van Mr. Richard Skinner van 
Boston, passagier op de Fransche brik 
Brunette, van Baltimore naar New Orleans 
bestemd, gedateerd ** Campeche Baar, in 
Mexico 2östen December 1816. 

Gy zult zonder twyfel ongerust ter wy- 
ne opzichte geweest, door niets van onze 
aankomst te New Crleans te hooren. Gj 


zult veelligt ovs voor verioren gelrenden 
hebben ; wy ontsrapten uit zulk een toc- 
stand ter naauwernood. Op den Zösten 
November, stootten wy op een rif van ko- 
raal rotzer, ointrent zes mylen van Ma- 
tanza ten 8 uren savonds; dadelyk was 
alles met schrik en verwarring vervuld. 
Dadelyk hield alle subordinatie op, daar 
de matrozen weigerden de officieren te ge- 
hoorzamen, en dadelyk poogden de boot 
uittezetten., De jol. stuwden zj, door 
haar over de zyde te brengen, omver, 
maar met de groote boot gelukte het hun, 
dien oubeschadigd uittebrengen, en toen 
gingen zy aan het werk hunne planjes in 
tepakken, en dezelve in de boot te seggen ; 
zy brachten ook in de bout, een klein vat 
water en een zak met scheepsbrood, en 
toen er op aandringende om de brik da- 
delyk te verlaten, vertoonden de kapitein 
en ikzelf hen bet gevaar van het schip in 
ket begin van den nacht te verlaten in een 
kleine boot met 23 zielen, en, als wy on- 
derstelden 10 of 12 Eng. mylen van het 
strand, met een gevaarlyk uf rotzen tus- 
schen ons en het strand, geene vertogen 
van onzen kant, echter konden hen bewe- 
gen dit dwaas besluit te verlaten, en zy ge- 
ven ons te kennen, dat zoo wy niet wilden 
gaan zy zouden gaan, en ons aan ons nood- 
let in de brik over laten. 

Het dus gesteld zönde, met geen ande- 
re boot voorzien, waren wy gedwongen 
toetegeven, en met alle de passagiers, 
daaronder de vrouw van den Franschen 
Consul, met drie kleine kinderen, waarvan 
de oudste nog geen vier jaar oud was, in 
de boot. Nade brik verlaten te hebben 
zouden wy omtrent anderhalf uur langs het 
rif, de bootsman die elk ogenblik peil- 
den, gaf van 3 1-3 tot 4 vadenen water, 
waarop ik aan den kapitein en matrozen 
deed opmerken, dat wy allerwaarschyne- 
I'kst op de rotzen waren, dat zoo de boot: 
stooîte, wy allen moesten vergaan, en dat 
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het eenige middel om ons leven te redden,

By the last accounts from the Spanish 


Main we learn, that the troops of the king, 
were lately attacked in the vicinity of 





the Villa de Calabozo by the indepen- 


dents under Bolivar and Urdaneta, and 
after an obstinate engagement the former 
were defeated, at the same time the pat- 
riots g2ining possession of that place, and 
also of San ernando de Apure, which are 
the MOst Important points of the interior 
ofthe province of Caracas. "It is likewise 
stated that the royal troops had suffered 
cogsiderably, having lost 25 officers taken 
prisoners and killed; and that his excel- 
lency lieut-gen. Don Pablo Morillo bad 
marched from Valencia to reinforce the 
Army of the Interior, and to impede the 
progress of tbe enemy, but on hearing of 
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the victory obtained by the patriots, he 
returned to Maracay. Such are the last 
accounts received in this island from the 
Spanish Main, but we consider: it proper 
to add that they have not come here in 
an official form. 
We are sorry to have to record the loss 
of the sloop Luouiza, captain lurner, of 
this port, on the 26th of March. On the 
90th the Louiza came to anchor off Gouil, 
on the coast of St. Domingo, for the pur- 
pose of taking in 2 cargo of mahogany, 
at which time it was blowing f esh breezes 
from the east, which continued to inerease 
till the 23d when it blew a beuvy gale, 
with a rough sea. Next morning the 
Isouiza parted one of her cables ; the boat 
was immediately sent ashore, with four 
men, to bf il a larger boat to weigh 
the anchor, vut on accvunt of the heavy 
surge it was found impossible for them to 
return, and the same night the sloop part- 
ed her hawser. Next morning the 26th, the 
Louiza having driven very near the beach, 
the four men returned in the small bat, 
when the kedge anchor was weighed and 
carried farther out, but it continuing to 
blow extremely hard, she drove broadstde 
ashore, where the sea broke over her with 
terrible violence. Fortunately no lives 
were lost, and all of the cargo she had ta- 
ken in was saved. 
There was an arrival from Jamaica or. 
Thursday afternoon, but we regret to say 
that not a sing newspaper, as far us ve 
can learn, has been brought by this con- 
veyance, nor have we been able to cole 
lect any news whatever from that av arter, 
To-day we commeuce the insei ton of 
a most interesting narratve respecting 
Bonaparte. Itis tompiled from a volume 
lately published in Fuondon, comprising 8. 
series of letters written by Mr. Warden, 
the principal surgeon of the Nortbumber- 
land; and from the bigh interest which 
cannot fail to be attached to tire subject, 
will, we trust, plead our excuse for devo'ing 


to it so many columns of this day’s paper. 


BONAPARTE. 

A series af letters, written by Mr. Warden, 
surgeon of the Northumberland. have derd 
heen published, in which, accerding to kh 
author, “ the conduct wad conversations of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte and his suit during the voy- 
age, and the first manths of his residence at 
St, Helena, ere faithfully descrived and relat 
ed.” Of all the letters which have hen weit. 
ten on the subject of this eztraordinary PE'- 
sonage since his surrender, in none have we 
been so fully introduced to him und his «ut, às 
in this work of Mr. Warden. We hase here 
nat only corrections of many incidents, which 
had been strangely misrepresented „through 
other channels, but some accounts of he pre- 
sent situetton of the ex-emperor—his feelings 
and opinions —his made of life and of some of 
the events of his past career. Bat what will 
render the work particulurty interesting EO PO- 
Iitical readers, and perhaps to the hstorien 
(should Napoleon not persevere in completing 
the “ Annals of his bf”) are some notict® and 
explanstians respecting events which are yêt 
fresh in the public mind—we allude to the e2- 
ecution of the dake D'Enghien—the sudden 
desth af Pichegru—the ul'edged murder of aur 
countryman, captain Wright the poisoning of 
Jaffa—-and the massacre at El Ari.h. Ph= 
feelings which these topics will excite induces 
us to pass over, for the present, anecdates af 
less interest, in oder to present a copinus €2 
tract, evabracirg all that the volume befere us 
contains respecting them :

ferent sensations. You have (he cuntinued) . 
Wiiter whom } greatly udmire; f believe he Is 
of your vountiy, a Scotchman— Marpte sun, 
tbe author of Ossian There is ale u persen 
of the name ol Belsham: on what subjects hoe 
he written? — f replied, “that I betieved he 
had written an arcount ef the reign of vur ex- 
cellent sovereign” “* Yes (he said) jour laws 
permit you to write of kings, of ministers, and 
of one another ?’— Yes (1 rplied), suah is the 
privieze of Englistmen; and possessing the 
infi.mitigs of human nature, they may svme- 
times abuse it. Misconception, paity spirit, 
und perhaps, factioux minds may, at times, lend 
te prapagate and support erroh-vus and even 
vivlent opinion. ; but the love of justice and of 
truth fori the genuine charac'er «cf an Eng- 
Viehmar.”? -& Neverthelens (he observed) you 
appear to handle my charwcter rather coup boy ;

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This 1 presume you must have known 
at the time, though the vast projects that have 
occupied your mind, muy have precented your 
memory from retaiuiug a detail of our hterary 
offenees; voar officiel papers, however, marked 
the:r perfect acquaintance with the hostility of 
our journals, and returned their paragraphic 
Mivsiles in every dirzction. You were rather 
angry wich oid England, when yon ordered the 
Man:teur to call us à ka Nation of Shopkeep- 
ers? A great eommercial nation, we cer- 
tamly ure, and mey we ever remain so: for it 
is Fhetl commerce wiich has provided a foun- 
tain of prsourves, vehuse fcilere woud heug

Ard 
buwethat you Bte, as you chuse te term it, in 
vur pOwer, u generous bature is kroen to be 
excited. Yes, Sin, there Sre nun.vers wha 
would have rejoiced to hear that voa had bie 
the ground en vhe field cf battie, wko ar nor 
di: posed to wia you every confort thut can he 
safeiy allowed in your present situation. If:he 
Nortrumberland had evertsken vouina French 
man of war, endeavouring to nrake your me- 
ditated escape to Americe, tvery oflicer, and 
etery sailor amd soldier, would he bravely en- 
Beged in the attempt to tuke, burn, sink, or 
dest:oy the sh'p that bere you: yet as you have 
read 'y as knowiedged, ou have been Gested 
by then, during the who'e of the vorsge, with 
“Very geutte, mauly ard polite attentron.

My candid sentiments end unreserved lan- 
guape appeared, however, to meet sry auditor’s 
«ppiobston ; und he wepe me, tv imy great 
sus prize, UF remembered the h'story of Capt. 
Wright. Ì answered" Perfectly weil ; and 
it is a preveiling opiÂion in Engeland, that 
you vrder.d him tobe murdered in the T'ema- 
pie” With the utmost Tapidity of speech he 
replied—* Fer what objeet? Of all men, he 
was the per.on whom IL sh ud have most dele 
red to hoe, WM hence cvuid 1 have procurud 
se Culuudie un evidence us he would have pro- 
ved on the trsal of the conspiraters in and wbout 
Paris The heade of it be himself had landed 
on the French coast.” My Curiosity was at 
this moment such as to be betrayer in my looks 
Listen,” entinved Nopr ier,“ .n "you shalt 
hear.” The Engl-h brig of wai Cumnm-and- 
ed bv Captain Wicht. was employed by your 
Government in landing tsaitors and ri!ës on 
the wert coast of France. Seventy of the num. 
bir had & tually rerched Haris ; und «o n:yste- 
rious were their proceedings, so veited in 1m. 
penetrable corcealment, although general Rv. 
al, of the Potice, gere me this informacion the 
warme Or place of thrir sesort could not be 
discovered. I received assorances (har my life 
would be sttempted, und that thoegh |l did rat 
give entire credit tv Uem, Ì toek every pree 
caution fer my preservation, ‘The brig was af- 
terwards taken near L'Oiient, with Captain 
Wright, its Emmander, who was carried hee 
fore tbe. Prefect of the Department of Mere 
beav,at Vennes, General lutian, then prefert, 
had accompanied me in the expeuitiun to 
Egypt, ard recogvized Capt. Wrijbt on the 
first view of him. — Intelligence of this circum- 
stance Was instantly transmitted to Paris, and 
istructions were ezpeditiously returned to 
interrogâte the crew sej& &l& , and transfer 


their testimonies to the Minister of Police. 
‘The perport of (heir er- Mmination was first ve- 
ry unsatisfactory ; but although on the eza- 
minatioa of one of tbe crew, some ligh6 wag- 
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$hrown on the eubject. He stated that the 
brig had landed several Frenchmen, and a- 
mong them he particularly remembered one, 
a merry fellow, who was called Pichegru. A 
clue was found, that led to the discovery of a 
plot, which, had it succeeded, would have 
thrown the nation & second time into a state 
of revolution. 

CaptainWright was accordingly conveyed 
to Paris, and cenfined in the Temple ; there to 
remain till it was found convenient to bring the 
formidable sccessaries of this treasonable de- 
sign to trisl. The law of France would have 
subjected Wright to the punishment of death ; 
bui h- was of minor consideration. — My grand 
object was to secure the principals, and [ con- 
sidered the English Captain's evidence of the 
utmost consequence towards completing my 

objeet.”"— He ee and again most solemnly 
asserted, that Captain Wright died in the 
Temple by his own hand, as described in the 
Mnitear, and at a much earlier period than 
has been generally believed. At the same time 
he stated, that hìs assertions were founded 
on documents which he had since examined. 
The cause of this inquiry erose from the visit, 
I think he said, of Lord Ebrington to Elba; 
and he added —"* That nobleman appeared to 
be perfectly satisfied with the account which 
was given him of this mysterious business.” Î 
was sofa: encouraged by the easy com-nuni- 
cative manner vf the Ex-Emperor, that 1 con- 
tinved my observations without reserve: [ there- 
fore did not hesitate to ezpress my doubt 
respecting the time that Captain Wright re- 
mained in the Tempie previous to his death. 
To satisfy me in this particular, Napoleon 
turned over a long succession of pages in à 
late publication of Mr. Galdsrarth’s, which 
had been nrought him by Sir Hudson Low. | 
da not recollect the title, which is probahly 
famiiiar to you, who heve suffered noth:ng that 
relates to the government of France to have 
escaped you; but Í could percrive that it con- 
gisted of extracts from the Moniteur, &ec. du- 
rieg the imperial reign. As hereferred to the 
index, he frequently pointed out the name of 
Wr.sht spelied Right, and with a confident 
expectatirn, as Il certainly appeared to me, of 
finding some document that would confirm his 
account, ‘The author, however, either had nat 
been able to discover any written testimony to 
mark the precve Ume of Captain Wright's 
death, or hd tntentonally witbheld it; and 
the latter Bonapacte repeatediy and iem 'y in- 
sisted mast have heen the caune of any doubt 
remaining as to the truth of his assertion, 

As he turned over the leaves of this volume, 
he acknowledged that many of the reports 
were genuine, but with frequent inaccuracies 
and misstatements; and it my memory is cor- 
rect, he particu' tarized thet which was given 
of the battle of Marengo. But he did not stop 
here ; and continua!ly desired to know whether 
Ì perfectly compreheuded his meaning, a> that 
was his most earnest wish: And now, to my 
utter astenishiment, he entered upon ‘he event 
of the Duke D' Enghein’ s death. 'Fhis was & 
topic that could not be erpected ; und particu- 
larly by me, as there appeared among his fol- 
lowers, who were ulways on tip toe LO he bis 
apologists, an evasive silence or contradictory 
statements, whenever this afflicting event be- 
came the subject of inquiry, which had occa- 
stounlty happened during the course of our 
voyage. Here Napvlern berame very anima- 
ted, and often raised himseif on the sofa, where 
he had hitherto remained in a reclining posture. 
The interest attached to the subject, ard the 
energy of his delivery combined to impress ! the 
tenor of his narrative so strongly on my min 
that you need not doubt the accurary of this 
repetition of tt. He began as follows: 

& At thie eventful period of my life, [ had 
succeeded in restoring order and tranquitlity to 
a kingdom torn asunder by factioa and e- 
luged in hlaod. That nation had placed me at 
their head I came not as your Cromwell did, 
nor your Third Richard. Ì found a Crown in 
the kenne!; 1 cleansed it from its filth and 
placed ston my head. — My safety now became 
necessary, to preserve that tranquillity s0 FE 
cently restorrd, and hitherto, so vatisfactorily 

„preserved, as the leading characters of the ne- 
tion well keow. At lhe same time, reports 
Were evers nig, bt brought ine ( [ think he said 
by general Ryal,) that consji actes were in 8gi- 
tation ; that meetings were held in particular 
houses in Puris, and names even were men- 
tioned ; at the same time no satisfactory proofs 
could be obtained, end the utmost vigilance 
and ceuceless pursuits of the police was evaded. 
G:neral Maren, indeed, became suspected, 
and 1 was seriously im portuned to issue an Of 
aer for bis arrest; but his ch-racter was such, 
his name stond so high, and the estimution vof 
bim so giëst in the pablic mind, that us it ap 
peaied to me, be bad nothing to gain, end every 


thing to loose, by becoming a conspirator a- 
gainst me; [therefore could not but ezonerate 
him from such a suspicion. Ll accordingly re- 
fused an order for the proposed arrest, by the 
following intimation to the minister of police: 
Vou have nauned Pichegru, Georget, and Ma- 
reau ; convince me that the former is in Paris, 
and Ï will immediately cause the latter to be 
arrested. Another anda very sìngular circum- 
stance led to the developement of the plot. 
Cne night as 1 lay agitated and wakeful, Î rose 
fiom my bed, and examined the list of suspec- 
ted traitors; and Chance, which rules the 
world, occasioned my stum bling, as it were, on 
the name of a surgeon who had lately returned 
from an Ianglish prison, This man's age, edu- 
cation und experience in life, induced me to be- 
lieve that his conduct must be attributed to 
any other motive than that of youthful tanuta- 
cism, in favour of u Bourbon; us far uscircum- 
stances qualified me to judge, money appeared 
to be his object. Ll accordingly gave orders for 
{his man to be urrested, when a summary moek 
trial wasinstituted, by which be wasfourd guilty, 
sentenced to die, and informed he had but six 
hours to live. ‘Fhis stretagem had the desired 
elfect ; he was terrified into confession. It was 
now Known that Pichegru had a brother, a 
monastie priest, then residing at Paris Ì or- 
dered a party of gens d’urms to visit this man, 
and if he had quitted his house, ft conceived 
there would be good ground for suspicion. The 
old monk was secured, and, in the act of his 
arrest his fears betruyed what [ most wanted 
to know. —* Is it (he exclaimad; because [ af- 
forded shelter to a brother that Ì em thus 
treated ’— T'ne object of the plot was to destroy 
me; and the success of it would of course, 
have been my destruction. It emunsted fram 
the capital of your country, with the Count 
d'Artoisat the heud vfit. To the we-t he sentthe 
duke de Berri, and to the east the duke d'Eng 
bein. To France your vessels conveyed uw- 
derlings of the plot, end Moreau became a con- 
vert to the cause. The moment was big with 
evil: 1 fet myself on a totteriug eminenee, 
and 1 resoived to hurl the thund:r back upon 
the Bourbons even io the metcopolis of the 
British empire. My minister vehemently ur- 
ged the seizure of the duke though in u neutral 
territury. But Ll still hesitated, and Prince 
Benevento brought the order twice, and urged 
the measure with all his powers of persuasion. 
It was not, however, Ull was fully convinced 
of is necessity, that 1 sanctioned it by my sig- 
nature, The matter could be casily arranged 
between me and the duke of Baden Why, 
indeed, should [ su@Rer 2 man residing on the 
very cunfines of my kingdom, to commit 4 
crime which, within the d stance of à mile, by 
the ordinary course of law, justice herse:t 
wauld condemn to the scuffold. Aud now uns- 
wer me ;— Did 1 dv more thun adopt the prin- 
ciple vf your government, when it ordered the 
capture cf the Danish flert, which was thought 
to threaten mischief to your country? It bad 
been urged 'o me again and eguin, as & sound 
political opinion, that the new dynasty could 
nat be secure white the Bourbons remained; 
Talteyrand never deviated from this principle ; 
it was afixed, unchangeable articie in bis poli- 
tical creed. _- But Ll did not become « ready 
or a willing convert, | ezamined the opinion 
with care and with caution; and the result 
was a perfect conviction of its 'nevessity. — The 
duke d'Enghien was accessary to the confede- 
racy ; and ulthough the resident of a neutral 
territory, the vrgeney of the case, in which my 
safety and the public tranquillity, to use no 
stronger expression, were involved, justified the 
proceedings. laccordingly ordered him to be 
seized and tried ; he was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be shot. 'T'he sentence was imme- 
diately executed; and the sume fste would 
have followed, hed it been Louie XVIIE For 
again declare, that [found it necessary to roll 
the thunder back on the metropolis of England, 
as from thence, with the count d'Artois at their 
head, did tbe assassins assail me. 

“ Your country ulsoaccuses me of the death 
of Pichegru.” 1 rep ied, “ It is most certainly 
nd vniversally believed throughout tbe whole 
British empire, thut he was strangled in prison 
by your orders” He rapidly answered,“ What 
idle, disingenuous folly ! a fine proof how pre- 
Judiee can destroy the boasted reasoning facul- 
ties of Englishmen! Why, F ask you, should 
that life be taken awsy in secret, which the 
laws consigned to the hands of « publie erecu- 
tioner. Thesmatter would have heen difserent 
with respect to Moreau — Had he died in a 
dungeon, there might have been grounds to

dn as well as “much beloved by the army; &nd 
[ shau'd never have Inst the odium, however 
uiltless Ì might have been, if the j ustice of his

by dae Cee Tee laws, had not been made apparent by the 
most publie executian.”’ 

Here he prused; and [ replied— There 
mry perhaps, be persons in England, who are 
disposed to acknowledge the necessity of rigore 
aus measures at this important period of your 
history ; but none, I believe, are te be found 
who would attempt to justify the precipitate 
manner in which the young prince was seized, 
tried, sentenced and shot” He instantly ans- 
wered, « [was justilied in my own mind, and 
repeat the declaration which I have already 
made, that [ would have ordered the execution 
of leaais XVIIE Atthesame time, [ solemnly 
affirm) that no message or letter from the duke 
reached me after sentence of death had been 
passed upon him ” 

Palleyr-ad, however, was said to be în pos- 
sesion of a letter from the Royal prisoner, ad- 
dressed to Napoleon, which they who are well 
qualified to know, declared he took upon him- 
self not to deiiver till it was too late to be of 
any service to the writer. [saw a cope of this 
letter in possession of Count de las Cares, which 
he calmly represented to me as one of the mass 
cf decaments, formed or collected to auchen- 
ticate and justify certain mysteriuus parts of 
the history which he was occasivoal:y employ- 
el in writing, under the dictation ot the hero © 
of it. Do not startle ; the letter was to beg 
his life ; and to this effect. It stated his opi- 
nian that he Bourbon dynasty was terminated. 
This was the seitled opinion of his mind, and 
he was about to prove the sincerity of it, He 
now considered France na other than as his 
country, wh ch he loved with the most pa- 
trivtie ardor, bat merely as a pr.vate citizen, 
The crown was no longer in bis view; it was 
naw beyond the posstb:liey of recovery; it 
would nat, it could not be restored. He there- 
fore requested to be allowed to Irre and devote 
his life and vervices to France, merely usa 
native of it — ile was ready totake any com- 
mand or any rank in the French army, to be- 
come a brave and toyo! soldier, subject to the 
will and orders of the Government in whose 
hands soever it might be, to which he was 
ready to swear fealty ; and that, if his hfe was 
spared, ke would devote it with the utmost 
couvage and fidelity to support France aguinst 
all its enemies. Such was the letter which, 
as it was represented to me, Talleyrand took 


care not to veliver till the hand that wrote D 
was unnerved by death. Napateon continoed 


to speak of the Bourbon famly—* Had 1, he 
said, ““ been anxious to get any, or all the Boure 
bons into my posesston, [ could have accom. 
plished the object— Your smugglers offered 
me a Bout hon tar a stated sur, {/Ì think he 
named 40,000 ['rancs) but on coming toa more 
recise explanation, they entercained a doubt 
of fulfilling che engagement as it was originale 
1y proposed.
